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Increasing Trade With Denmark 
By H. Hjorth-Nielsen, Commercial Counsellor at the Royal Danish Embassy, London 


IRST OF ALL I would like to thank the Board of Trade for so 

kindly providing space in the Board of Trade Journal for this 

article about the possibilities of an increase in Danish exports 
to the United Kingdom, or, to put it in a way which may more readily 
appeal to British readers, about the possibilities of making more 
Danish goods available in the United Kingdom. I am convinced that 
in their decision to publish articles of this nature the Board of Trade 
has contributed greatly towards that increase in international trade 
which everybody hopes will result from the EFTA Convention. 


There can be hardly any doubt that in this country the relatively 
high Customs tariff of 15 to 20 per cent., and in some cases even 
higher rates, on machinery and various commodities, has, to some 
extent, checked imports, or that the gradual reductions implicit in the 
Convention will have the effect of creating greater interest in a number 
of Danish goods. 


An English friend of mine recently pointed out that it is perhars 
typical of the Englishman to show a certain caution towards foreign 
goods. He really wishes to buy foreign goods only when he is quite 
sure that these are of the highest standard of manufacture in the 
country of origin, made by people specializing in that kind of 
production, preferably on the basis of long tradition. 

This reasoning is quite sound, but it assumes a rather extensive 
knowledge of what is manufactured in the various places abroad. I 
shall, therefore, keep this point of view in mind when telling you a 
little about what can be obtained from Denmark. 


Anglo-Danish trade across the North Sea began over a thousand 
years ago, but it is a good thing that the somewhat one-sided business 
methods of the Vikings did not leave their mark on the trade connec- 
tions of the present day. Danish export trade has, however, been 
characterized by a certain one-sidedness in that it has consisted mainly 
of foodstuffs. In later years these have amounted to about 90 per cent. 
of the total trade. 


It is well-known in the United Kingdom that bacon, butter, cheese, 
preserved meat, fish and fishery products of every kind are produced 
in Denmark in the best possible manner, and it is hardly necessary to 
go into further details here. The Danish producer of these foodstuffs 
enjoys an excellent reputation in the British market, and does his best 
to meet the tastes and wishes of the British consumer. It has even been 


said that with this in view he has bred a pig with an extra rib. 


At the Danish Centre, 2-3 Conduit Street, London, W.1, Danish 
Agricultural Producers’ Information Service, the Danish Bacon 
Export Board, and other Danish organizations give advice about 
Danish agricultural products, maintain trade connections with British 
importers, wholesalers and retailers, and, not least, keep the Danish 
producer up-to-date as to the British customer’s point of view — 
especially that of the British housewife. 


Fish and fishery products are also exported in considerable quan- 
tities from Denmark to the United Kingdom, particularly plaice. Its 
quality, condition and treatment are outstanding features at any fish 
market in England and Scotland. Although plaice forms the main 
part of the export, large quantities of cod and other saltwater fish, as 
well as rainbow trout and mussels, are sold over here. There is also a 
certain quantity of tinned fish. 


In the borderland between agricultural and industrial products are 
Danish beverages: Besides schnapps — which was described by British 
soldiers when they arrived in Denmark after the liberation as “V.3’ — 
we also make a cherry brandy famous all over the world as ‘Cherry 
Heering.’ But I should like especially to mention Danish beer. Many 
people over here willl know at once that I am talking about the 
genuine continental lager beer. It is always worthwhile asking for 
Danish lagers by name, Carlsberg, Tuborg, etc., as they are stocked by 
a good number of public houses, restaurants, hotels and clubs. They 
are also available in off-licences, of course. 


From beverages one’s mind naturally travels to tobacco. It is not 
so widely known in this country, as it ought to be, that Denmark 
claims to be the oldest and largest producer in the world of small 
cigars. The Danish tobacco industry is based on old traditions, a 
large body of first-class workers, and the import of selected tobaccos, 
treated in a way which makes them specially suited to climatic 
conditions here. 


Industry in Denmark has a continually expanding importance. 
I can best give you an idea of its size when I tell you that at present 
more people are employed in trade and industry than in agriculture, 
forestry and fishery. This is reflected in the figures of Danish industrial 
exports. They amount to about half of the country’s total exports, 
and with this in mind it is only natural for us to look forward to an

‘DESIGNS OF SCANDINAVIA’ — a permanent display and sales

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EFTA— A Major Step in Our Economic History 


MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of the Board of Trade, 
described the United Kingdom’s participation in the EFTA as ‘a 
major step in our economic history’ when he addressed the closing 
session of the Political and Economic Conference of the Seven in 
London on November 9. 


The conference, which was attended by Ministers and business men 
from all the countries of the Seven and by observers from other 
countries, was organized by the United Kingdom Council of 
the European Movement. Speeches by the Prime Minister and Mr. 
Selwyn Lloyd were reported in last week’s Board of Trade Fournal. 

“The success of this remarkable Conference is a source of great 
personal happiness to me,’ Mr. Maudling said. ‘I was present not 
only at the birth of EFTA, when the treaty was signed, but also at its 
conception. Before the Swedish initiative was launched, my good 
friend Gunnar Lange discussed with me on a personal basis the whole 
situation that was developing with the failure of the original Free 
Trade Area negotiations, and the steps that we might take to meet 
the growing difficulties. 

“We felt that the European Free Trade Area, upon which we had 
been working, was a noble concept. It would have enabled the 
whole of Europe to unite in a great economic and political advance. 
The step the Six had taken by signing the Treaty of Rome was in 
itself a great advance and a great achievement. It provided the 


opportunity for Europe as a whole to achieve a new degree of political 
and economic unity. 


‘But the Free Trade Area negotiations came to an end when the 
French Government decided that they could no longer support the 
original conception. The situation, therefore, was one of confusion 
and indeed danger. Unless some solution could be found, the unity 
of the Western European Economy which had been achieved through 
the O.E.E.C. might be undermined and we might fall apart or be 
driven to makeshift arrangements that would have reversed the 
progress of recent years. 


‘During the long negotiations in the so-called Maudling Committee 
a number of the countries outside the Six had found themselves in 
very substantial agreement about the main principles of European 
trade policy. ‘They had consistently supported the idea of removing 
barriers to trade amongst the European countries, be they tariff or 
quota, and of steadily achieving greater co-ordination of economic 
policy for the achievement of mutually agreed objectives. At the 
same time they had various special responsibilities and problems 
which made the system of the Treaty of Rome unacceptable to them. 
The principles of the Free Trade Area were designed to solve these 
problems: if they could not be put into effect throughout the whole 
of Europe, why should they not at any rate be applied amongst those 
countries who subscribed to them?’ 

Mr. Maudling went on to say that the countries that established 
the EFTA had two purposes. First, they wished by merging their 
national markets into one single market to increase their own 
economic strength. Secondly, they wished to prevent fragmentation 
of the European Economy and to provide by working together a more 
stable and practical base upon which to mount the further negotiations 
with the Six for a complete European solution, which they had all 
regarded, and continued to regard, as essential. 

The rapid success of the EFTA negotiations proved two things. 
First, that when there was a political will to succeed, the ingenuity of 
their able technical advisers soon found solutions. Second, that while 
no-one could expect to get everything they wanted out of negotiations 
and give nothing in exchange, it was possible to establish a system of 
Free Trade between European countries without jeopardising those 
fundamental interests that each country was concerned to preserve. 
In the particular case of the United Kingdom, the signing of the 
EFTA proved that there was no necessary conflict whatever between 
Britain’s relations with the Commonwealth and a newer and more 
intimate association with Europe; and that technical solutions could 
be found for such technical problems as might arise. 

‘Perhaps because the negotiations were so rapid and so smooth,’ 
Mr. Maudling said, ‘people have tended to underestimate the major 
nature of the step then taken. It is a formidable step to decide to 
create one single market so that, for example, Swedish glass} and 
Danish furniture can be sold in London and British textiles and

machinery sold in Vienna or Oslo, as if they were home products. 
We in Britain are a high-tariff country, as are some others amongst 
us. To abolish all our tariffs for members of a European group is a 
major step in our economic history. For some of our partners whose 
industries are smaller than Britain’s it was an act of great courage to 
be prepared to open their markets to the whole range and weight of 
British industrial output. It was a mark of faith in the ability of all 
industries concerned to adapt themselves to great changes and 
developments. At the same time it was a recognition that modern 
production methods can only develop their full value, and the con- 
sumer can only obtain the range and choice to which he is entitlrd in 
modern conditions, within markets that transcend the limits of nation 
status.’ 

The Conference agreed to set up a ‘continuing standing committee’ 
consisting of the Chairman of the National Delegations, and the 
Chairmen and Rapportzurs of the four Commissions of the Conference, 
to consider further the recommendations put forward at the Conference 
and any that might be advanced in the future by national committees. 


‘Sweden Comes to Britain’ Campaign 


A SWEDISH CAMPAIGN of exhibitions and information activities 
to take place in Great Britain over a period of two years under the 
title ‘Sweden Comes to Britain 1961-62’ was announced by Mr. 
Gunnar Lange, Swedish Minister of Commerce in London on 
November 8. The campaign will co-ordinate the efforts of Swedish 
exporters who plan to use exhibitions on a wider scale than ever 
before and will include producers of furniture, textiles, plastics, 
building materials, engineering equipment, office machinery and 
equipment, ready-made clothing and sportswear, glass, porcelain 
and kitchen equipments and gadgets. Besides promoting Swedish 
goods, exhibitions will also be used to strengthen cultural links 
between the two countries. 

‘Sweden Comes to Britain’ has been organized by the Swedish 
Export Association in Stockholm in conjunction with the Swedish 
Ministry of Commerce, the Swedish Embassy and the Swedish 
Chamber of Commerce in London. 

Making the announcement, Mr. Lange said that Sweden had 
expected that the European Free Trade Association agreement would 
promote increased trade between Britain and Sweden. Both countries 
had an interest in developing their mutual trade and he welcomed the 
increased and intensified British efforts to make British goods known 
in Sweden. “The British will find us Swedes eager and willing to co- 
operate, and we welcome your industry and your salesmen to Sweden 
in even greater numbers than hitherto. I am sure that increased sales of 
British goods will be the result.’ 

Continuing, the Minister of Commerce said that the conception of 
EFTA had been under fire from some quarters. ‘Let me just state, 
and I wish to do so emphatically, that we in Sweden believe in this 
free trade association and there is no division inside Sweden in our 
view that it also is a worthwhile undertaking for its own sake, and not

only a bridge to larger developments. We think the time has come to 
show and prove that it can work and will lead to real results and mutual 
benefits for the countries concerned, not least Britain and Sweden.’ 
Mr. Lange added that he felt there was the strongest possible case for 
making the necessary efforts and thus strengthening the ties between 
our countries. 

The campaign of exhibitions and other activities in Britain during 
1961 and 1962 was being conducted in order to make Sweden and 
Swedish goods better known to the British public. 


Mr. Lange said that between 400 and 500 Swedish firms had 
declared their interest and support. That proved that the EFTA 
agreement had become a reality in Sweden. ‘Over the next two years 
we have chosen to make ourselves known in rather specialized fields. 
A small country like my own has to rely on specialities rather than the 
broad lines of industrial production, a division of labour which I 
believe the EFTA agreement is there to promote.’ 


Anglo-Swedish Trade 


Latest figures show that Sweden’s exports to Great Britain during 
the first nine months ending September 30 this year were £121,556,791 
as compared with £93,211,165 in the same period in 1959. Swedish 
imports of British goods also increased from £77,669,338 in the first 
nine months of 1959 to £93,311,426 in the same period of 1960. 


The first exhibition —- Swedish furniture — will be shown in the 
Central Hall, Westminster, London, on January 31 to February 4, 


1961. The exhibition has been planned to coincide with the Furniture 
Fair at Earls Court. 


Other exhibitions will include “The New Stockholm,’ to be shown at 
the Building Centre, Store Street, London, W.C.1; participation in 
the Ideal Home exhibition, March 7 to April 3; the international 
plastics exhibition at Olympia, June 21 to July 1; an exhibition 
illustrating Swedish design, at the Design Centre, Haymarket, 
London; and in the autumn of 1961 some fifteen Swedish firms will 
jointly present women’s and men’s ready-made clothing and sports- 
wear in London. During November, there will be a display of Swedish 
building materials at the 29th Building Exhibition in London. In 
January or later in the Spring of 1962 an exhibition entitled ‘Sweden 
at Home and at Work,’ embracing Swedish furniture, textiles, glass, 
porcelain, office equipment, office machinery and other products, 
will be made by the Swedish Society of Industrial Design, which will 
form the nucleus of a travelling exhibition to be sent to major towns 
outside London. Also planned for the Spring of 1962 is the presenta- 
tion of the Swedish engineering industry in the form of an exhibition 
or by some other means. One proposal is to arrange an ‘airlift’ for 


British industrialists and buyers to see Swedish industry at work in its 
local settings. 


18 November 1960 
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Basle ‘British Week’ Invites New Participants 


A “British WEEK” is to be held in Basle, Switzerland’s second 


largest city, from February 6 to February 18, 1961. The initiative 
in proposing this event was taken by the Association of the Freie 
Strasse, which is generally considered to be the best shopping street 
in the city. For a period of twelve days shop windows in the Freie 
Strasse will carry an impressive display of British consumer goods 
and large stocks of British goods will be on sale in the shops them- 
selves. The street will be decorated with British flags and plans are 
being made to bring over a London bus which will operate a service 
to the Freie Strasse from other parts of the city. With the co- 
operation of the British Council, a very full programme of cultural 
activities is being arranged, which will include showings of British 
films, book exhibitions, an exhibition of Punch cartoons and one of 
British sculpture, as well as concerts of British music. Other 
possibilities which are being investigated are sporting events, the 
erection of a British ‘pub’ in a restaurant in the Freie Strasse and 
band concerts by Scottish pipers. H.M. Government (through the 
British Embassy in Berne), the British Chamber of Commerce for 
Switzerland and British Railways are supporting the event. 


Those British firms whose goods are already on sale in shops 
in the Freie Strasse have been informed of the ‘British Week’ 
individually by the British Chamber of Commerce for Switzerland, 
and many of them have agreed to make contributions not exceeding 
SF 200 (£16 13s. 4d.) in each case towards meeting the costs of 
publicity and the programme of supporting events. The member 
firms of the Freie Strasse Association weuld however be most 
interested to receive offers of goods from British firms whose products 
are not yet on sale in their retail shops. These shops handle the 
following lines:

Lord Kilmuir Visits Export Factory 


DwuRING A VISIT to Sheffield earlier this month, Lord Kilmuir, the 
Lord Chancellor, addressed employees of Wm. Marples & Sons Ltd., 
manufacturers of hand tools, who export one-third of their products 
against about 17 per cent. by similar firms. 


‘Your job of producing export material that sells is of vital import- 
ance to everyone in the country,’ Lord Kilmuir said. “There is no 
greater, more valuable or more exciting service that can be given to 
our country today than increasing our export trade. It is companies 
like yours, rather than the Government, that carry on the export 
trade in this country.’ 


The Lord Chancellor's visit was part of the programme of 
Ministerial visits to industrial areas following the Prime Minister’s 
export call. 


Proposed Export Club in North-West 


THE FORMATION of an Export Club to facilitate a continuous 
exchange of ideas among smaller companies in the North-West was 
urged by Mr. R. S. Redmond, managing disector of Heyes & Co. 
Ltd., manufacturing electrical engineers, of Wigan, when he took the 


chair at the F.B.I. Export Round Table at Southport earlier this 
month. 


‘No organization or government can build an individual company’s 
sales but we can help one another by comparing problems and pooling 
ideas. I believe that this can best be achieved by informal meetings 
between members of an Export Club,’ Mr..Redmond said. ‘Although 
my own company has considerably increased its export trade in 
recent months, a great deal more could be done and I would welcome 
an opportunity of comparing notes with others having similar prob- 
lems.’ 
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Changes in Export Licensing Control of 
Antiques and Works of Art 


Herm MAJESTY’S TREASURY have accepted the recent recommenda- 
tion of the Reviewing Committee on the Export of Works of Art 
that the limit under which works of art etc., over 100 years old may be 
exported without requiring individual scrutiny should be raised 
from £500 to £1,000. Her Majesty’s Treasury have also agreed that 
export licensing control for works of art is no longer required for 
purposes of exchange control. 

Accordingly the Board of Trade announce changes in export 
licensing control on works of art and antiques to take effect on 
November 22, 1960. The new arrangement will allow export to all 
destinations without individual licence: 

(a) Works of Art not more than 100 years old; and 

(b) older Works of Art and Antiques (not including documents or 

diamonds) unless they are, or form part of a consignment of 
works of art and antiques, over £1,000 in value. 

The changes are made by the Export of Goods (Control) Order, 
1960 (Amendment) Order, 1960 (S.I. 1960 No. 2045) and a new 
Open General Licence which re the two Open General Licences 
issued on May 25, 1956. ies of the New Order and Licence may 
be obtained from H.M. i Office, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2, and branches, price 2d. (by post 4d.), but inquiries about them 
should be addressed to the Export Licensing Branch, Board of 
Trade, Gavrelle House, 2 Bunhill Row, London, E.C.1. Telephone: 
Monarch 4071. 

The recommendation about the value limit was contained in the 
Seventh Report of the Reviewing Committee (Cmnd. 1175) published 
on October 19, 1960. (See Board of Trade Journal of October 28, 
page 1053). 

Under the Open General Licences of May 25, 1956 (now revoked) 
the export of antiques and works of art was allowed to any destination 
without an individual export licence unless they were over £500 in 
value or formed part of a consignment of antiques or works of art 
of over that value. In addition works of art not over 100 years old 
could be exported without an individual export licence to a destina- 
tion in the sterling area irrespective of value. 


Documents, manuscripts and archives over 100 years old, and 
diamonds and articles incorporating diamonds in any form are 
excluded from these new arrangements; export licensing control on 
these remains unchanged. 


A Notice to Exporters on the export of works of art and antiques 
was first issued on July 1, 1953; it was reissued on March 1, 1955, and 
July 6, 1956. It is intended to issue a revised Notice shortly. 


Chancellor Addresses Advisory Council on Industry 


Mar. SELWYN LLOYD, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, gave his first 
address as Chancellor to the National Production Advisory Council 
on Industry on November 11. 

He said that the advice that came from those who were grappling 
day by day with problems of industrial growth, who were concerned 
with markets and costs and with the rewards for enterprise and hard 
work, was likely to be advice worth heeding. ‘I assure the Council I 
shall listen to it very carefully,’ said the Chancellor. ‘I hope to do more: 
I hope to bring before the Council the problems that exercise me 
from time to time so that we can talk about them together frankly, 
and perhaps be of some use to each other in the decisions we have to 
take in our various spheres.’ 


Earl of Cromer Appointed Governor 
of Bank of England 


THe Earl of Cromer has been appointed Governor of the Bank of 
England for a period of five years from July 1, 1961. He succeeds 
Mr. C. F. Cobbold who has resigned after having occupied one or 
other of the Governors’ chairs for more than 15 years. Mr Cobbold 
joined the Bank as an adviser in 1933, and has been a full-time 
member of the Court since 1938. 

The Earl of Cromer is at present serving as Head of the United 
Kingdom Treasury Delegation and as Economic Minister in the 
British Embassy in Washington. He returns to Britain at the end of 
January and will join the Court as part-time director until he takes 
over the Governorship. 


OF TRADE 
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King and Queen of Nepal Visit Trafford Park 
Steel Works 


THE KING AND QUEEN OF NEPAL saw the most modern wheel 
forge plant in the world when they visited Taylor Bros. & Co. Ltd., 
Trafford Park Steel Works at Manchester on October 27 during their 
visit to this country. Taylor Bros. & Co. Ltd., claim to have the largest 
works in the British Commonwealth specializing in the manufacture 
of rolled steel tyres, wheels and forged axles for railway rolling stock. 
The firm, which is part of the English Steel Corporation, decided 
after the last war, because of the increased demand for the solid wheel 
over the tyred-wheel, to build a modern wheel forge plant to produce 
railway wheels at a continuous rate of 60 per hour. 


This plant, which was installed in 1952, cost in excess of £1,000,000. 
The main items in the plant conprise a rotary hearth furnace 69 ft. 
in diameter, an 8,500-ton forging press, 1,000-ton punching press, 
rolling mill and 2,000-ton dishing press. Particular attention has been 
paid to improved methods of handling to ensure rapid transfer of 
material between the various items of plant. To increase production, 
the extensive main machine shop has been replanned, new batteries 
of machines being installed for the machining and assembly of wheels 
and axles.

Replying to a question in Parliament on November 10, about the 
publication of the report of the committee which has been considering 
the machine tool industry, Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of 
the Board of Trade, said: 


‘I should like to take this opportunity, on behalf of H.M. Govern- 
ment, of thanking the Chairman and Members of the Committee 
for the valuable, comprehensive and unanimous Report which they 
have produced. 

“The Report is a self-contained document which, while stressing 
the difficulties of generalizing about so diverse an industry, makes a 
number of important recommendations. The Committee found them- 
selves unable to accept Professor Melman’s main contention that the 
industry would gain by adopting mass production methods. The main 
emphasis of the recommendations is on the need for a greater research 
and development effort to enable the industry to meet to an increasing 
extent the requirements for more and more highly specialized machine 
tools. This in turn will demand a substantial increase in the number 
of qualified engineers and scientists in the industry. 


‘The Government welcome the main lines of the Report. I am 
already examining the detailed recommendations in consultation 
with the industry and with my colleagues. 


‘It is inevitable that a comprehensive Report on any industry of 
such size and complexity will contain some criticisms. Arising from 
this, I should like to make one general observation. If the value of 
the Report is not to be impaired, it is important that these criticisms 
should not be quoted out of context. This would be unfair and to the 
detriment of a great industry.’ 


On January 26, 1960, the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board 
of Trade announced in the House of Commons that the Machine 
Tool Advisory Council had appointed a Sub-Committee to consider 
a Report prepared by Professor Seymour Melman, of Columbia 
University, New York, for the European Productivity Agency on 
the machine tool industries of Western Europe, and to report what 
action the United Kingdom machine tool industry could usefully 
take on the Professor’s recommendations. Professor Melman’s Report 
has not yet been published. 


Sir Steuart Mitchell, Controller of Guided Weapons and Electronics, 
was the Chairman of the Sub-Committee, and the members repre- 
sented the machine tool industry, industries using machine tools, the 
Trades Union Congress, the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research and the Board of Trade. On October 25, the President 
informed the House that the Sub-Committee had recently reported 
to the Machine Tool Advisory Council, and that its Report would 
be published. 
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The Report is divided into five parts. Part I is introductory and 
Part V sets out the Sub-Committee’s conclusions in summary form. 
Part II examines Professor Melman’s main recommendation — that 
mass production methods should be introduced rapidly in the machine 
tool industries of Western Europe in order to counter the threat of 
Soviet competition. This is dismissed as impracticable, because the 
demand for any type of machine tool in any single country outside the 
Communist bloc is too low to justify true mass production methods, 
and because the extreme standardization of design implicit in mass 
production would fail to meet the needs of user industries for high 
performance, specialized machine tools. 

Professor Melman also advanced a number of specific proposals 
implementation of which would, in his view, lead to improvements 
in the machine tool industries of Western Europe. These specific 
recommendations are considered by the Sub-Committee in Part III 
of their Report, and the majority have been turned down. However, 
in paragraph 109 of the Report, the Sub-Committee have made eight 
recommendations which are based on their consideration of Professor 
Melman’s specific proposals. Moreover, the Sub-Committee were 
anxious that their rejection of the majority of Professor Melman’s 
recommendations should not be taken to imply a conclusion that 
everything was perfect in the United Kingdom machine tool industry. 
For this reason, they examine in Part IV of the Report certain other 
aspects of the machine tool industry, not specifically mentioned by 
Professor Melman, including some which are commonly the subject 
of criticism. 

It will be seen from the Report that the Sub-Committee agreed 
with some of these criticisms and disagreed with others. Their main 
conclusion was that a much greater research and development effort 
was needed in the industry, and this in turn depended on a substantial 
increase in the number of qualified engineers and scientists engaged 
in it. The industry has recently set up a central research organization, 
registered under the Companies Act as the Machine Tool Industry 
Research Association. 

The machine tool industry is to be congratulated for the co-operation 
it has given in the work of the Sub-Committee, for its ready acceptance 
of a Report which is necessarily critical in parts, and for its agreement 
that the Report should be published in full. 

The Sub-Committee recognized the difficulties of generalizing 
about an industry so diverse as the United Kingdom machine tool 
industry. It is important, as Mr. Maudling told Parliament, that 
criticisms contained in the Report should not be quoted out of context, 
as this would be unfair and to the detriment of a great industry.

THE International Development Association (IDA), a new affiliate 
of the World Bank for financing economic growth in the less developed 
countries within its membership, on terms more flexible and imposing 
a lesser charge on their balance of payments than conventional 
loans, began operations on November 8, at 1818 H. Street, N.W., 
Washington 25, D.C., United States. 

Under the IDA Articles, Mr. Eugene R. Black, as President of 
the World Bank, is ex-officio President of IDA and Chairman of the 
IDA Executive Directors. Officers and staff of the Bank have been 
appointed to serve concurrently as officers and staff of IDA, without 
additional compensation. 

Membership in IDA is open to any member of the World Bank. 
Thus far, 22 countries have accepted membership. These are:

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British Cycle and Motor Cycle Exports Grow 


EXPORTS OF BRITISH cycles and motor cycles, including com- 
ponents and accessories total more than £30 million a year, of which 
some {8 million are earned in the dollar areas. This statement was 
made by Mr. H. B. Yates, President of the British Cycle and Motor 
Cycle Industries Association Ltd., during the opening of the Golden 
Jubilee Cycle and Motor Cycle show at Earls Court, London, on 
November 12. The show closes tomorrow. (Saturday, November 19.) 

Since 1959, both exports and production of the industries products 
had increased as was revealed by Mr. Yates in a statement during the 
show. He said that bicycle production in the first eight months of 
1960 was 6 per cent. up on the same period of 1959, and exports were 
as much as 20 per cent. up. Bicycle exports had also shown a par- 
ticularly marked increase in the dollar areas, and over a period under 
review they were increased by some 10 per cent. to the United States 
and by more than 50 per cent. to Canada. Mr. Yates said that the 
third most important market was Nigeria where exports during this 
year were increased by nearly 50 per cent. In fact the bicycle industry 
was exporting 65 per cent. of its production. 

Mr. Yates went on to reveal that in the case of motor cycles, 
production in the first eight months of this year was up by some 7 per 
cent. over the same period of 1959. Exports were also up. Again, 
motorcycle manufacturers had been most successful in the dollar 
areas, and the United States remained their most important market. 
British Scooter production had also made strides, and in the first eight 
months of 1960 it had already increased by more than 46 per cent. 
over the same period last year. 

Dealing with machines in use Mr. Yates said that perhaps the most 
encouraging figure of all, and the most significant was that of the total 
number of motor cycles and scooters. From a pre-war total of less than 
half a million, the figure of one million was reached in 1953, one 
and a half million in 1958, and today the figure was in excess of 
one and three quarter million. Looking to the future he said that with 
the cost of motoring steadily rising, and traffic congestion and parking 
facilities steadily worsening, the attractions of the two and three 
wheeler became daily more evident, and with the new and ultra- 
modern designs now leaving our factories, the industry had the 
greatest confidence in the future. 

Opening the exhibition, Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of Transport, 
stressed the importance of safety. He gave four points which riders of 
two wheeled vehicles should always bear in mind. ‘First’ he said, ‘see 
that school children learn to ride bicycles safely and to maintain them 
adequately. Reward them for passing the National Proficiency Scheme 
for child cyclists. Secondly when youngsters graduate to motor 
cycles, insist on them starting to learn on the smallest machine. If 
you spoil them with a big machine their chances of being hurt as so 
much greater. Thirdly, the first six months of a motor cyclist’s life 
on the roads are the most dangerous and crucial. So insist on the 
youngsters being trained under the scheme operated jointly by the 
R.A.C. and the A.C.U., and I want to announce here that the Govern- 
ment have decided to financially assist and actively encourage this 
splendidly efficient scheme because I believe it is our duty to make sure 
that the accident rate is as low as possible.’ 

‘Fourthly,’ said Mr. Marples ‘make youngsters wear a crash helmet, 
and remember that a crash helmet should be thrown away once it 
has been in a crash.’ 


British Fashions for Export 


MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of the Board of Trade, 
opened the London Fashion Week, organized by the Fashion House 
Group of London at Celanese House, Hanover Square, London, W.1 
on November 14. Mr. Maudling said that London’s ready-to-wear 
clothes were the best in the world for value, and that was why British 
exports in this field were so successful. There were great opportunities 
in America, the Commonwealth and Europe, and perhaps even in the 
Iron Curtain countries. 

The Apparel and Fashion Industry’s Associations ‘London Presents’ 
fashion parades opened their seventh British Fashion Export Selling 
Month at Quaglino’s, London, on November 10.

Northern Ireland’s Exports Doubled in Ten Years 


NORTHERN IRELAND’S exports have doubled in value in the past 
ten years according to a report issued by the Ministry of Commerce 
dealing with external trade in 1959. The export total was {321,686,000 
compared with £163,635,000 in 1949. The 1959 figure is the highest 
ever, being £28,000,000 more than the total for the previous year. 
Total trade, exclusive of trade by parcel post, was valued at £681 
million in 1959, an advance of £59 million on the 1958 figure. 

Imports increased by £31 million in 1959. Dealing with trade 
across the land boundary with the Irish Republic, the report states 
that imports into Northern Ireland in 1959 were valued at {22,918,000 
and exports (including re-exports) at £13,668,000. The principal item 
of trade was in live animals, imports being valued at £9,283,000 and 
exports at £5,146,000. 


Man-made Fibres and Oil Refinery Plants 
for Northern Ireland 


Two large industrial plants are to be built in Northern Ireland by 
Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd., and the British Petroleum 
Company Ltd. This has been announced by the Northern Ireland 
Development Council, who state that the I.C.I. have bought a 
200 acre site at Kilroot, near Carrickfergus, Co. Antrim, for a factory 
for the production of terylene and possibly other man-made fibres. 
At Sydenham on the opposite side of Belfast Lough, between 
Belfast and Holywood, Co. Down, B.P. intend to build an 
£8,000,000 oil refinery to serve consumers in the United Kingdom 
and in some European countries. 

Building at Kilroot will start early next year, with a view to going 
into production in 1963. The construction of the I.C.I. factory 
is expected to need a labour force rising to 600/800 men. When full 
production has been achieved, a labour force of about 1,150 will be 
required. If the production of synthetic fibres goes according to 
expectations, I.C.I. hope to expand the Kilroot plant to employ at 
least 2,000. 

Work on the 100 acre site for the refinery will begin early next 
year to be completed in about two years. 

Viscount Chandos, Chairman of the Northern Ireland Development 
Council and a member of the board of I.C.I., said in London: 
‘I hope that the decisions by I.C.I. and B.P. to establish two large 
plants in Northern Ireland will focus the attention of British indus- 
trialists on the potentialities of Northern Ireland as a base for expan- 
sion. In the face of this evidence, who can doubt that Northern

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Provisional Figures of United Kingdom 
Trade in October 


Recorded Values (Table A) 


United Kingdom exports in October were valued at {257-2 
million, imports at £379-0 million, and re-exports at {12-2 million. 

These figures are affected by the strike of tally clerks at the London 
docks in September and October. The strike is believed to have 
affected the October figures for exports more than those for imports. 
It is not possible to give estimates of the extent of the reduction 
due to the strike in the figures for October. It could account for the 
sharp fall in exports, but imports would have been higher than in 
recent months if there had been no delays in unloading. 


Seasonally Adjusted Values (Table B) 


After eliminating normal seasonal variation, United Kingdom 
exports in August, September and October were 14 per cent. less 
than in the three months May, June and July. The average of exports 
in the first ten months of this year was 5 per cent. more than the 
average for the year, 1959. 

Imports were 4 per cent. more in August to October than in May 
to July and the average of the first ten months of this year was 14 
per cent. more than the average for the year, 1959. 

Monthly average re-exports in August to October amounted to 
£13 million compared with £11 million in May to July. The monthly 
average for the first ten months of this year was {£12 million, compared 
with £11 million in the year, 1959.

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Volume and Price Indices for the Third Quarter of 1960 


FALLs from the previous quarter of 4 per cent. in the import volume 
index to 134-6 (1954 = 100) and of 8 per cent. to 113-5 in the export 
volume index reflect to a great extent the seasonal factors which 
influence the indices in the third quarter of the year. 


The export volume indices given in Table 4 show that the most 
important decline has been in the engineering products group, the 
index for which fell over 15 per cent. Road vehicles and aircraft, and 
non-electrical machinery, which fell 23 per cent. and 10 per cent. 
respectively were mainly responsible for this decline. The index for 
road vehicles and aircraft in the third quarter was at the same level as 
a year ago while that for non-electrical machinery was some 10 per cent. 
above that level. The index of volume of chemical exports has been 
rising steadily each quarter for two years and, although there was 
only a marginal increase in the third quarter, the index was about 
15 per cent. higher than during the same period in 1959. Overall, the 
index for total exports shows a small increase of nearly 2 per cent. 
as compared with the same period last year. 


Compared with the previous quarter the import volume index was 
about 4 per cent. lower. This was due mainly to falls in imports of 
fruits and vegetables, wool, road vehicles and aircraft, some of which 
were attributable to seasonal factors. These falls were offset to some 
extent by a large increase of nearly 53 per cent. in the index for wood 
and cork materials. Against the level of a year ago, however, the 


total index was some 13 per cent. higher. The details in Table 3 
show that about two-thirds of this increase was accounted for by 
increases in basic materials and semi-manufactures, notably iron and 
steel, metalliferous ores and scrap and non-ferrous metals. 

The terms of trade fell a further point to 88 in the third quarter. 
As in the second quarter the fall was due to a drop in the import price 
index which now stands at 98, the same figure as a year ago. The 
decrease during the third quarter was in basic materials and fuels, 
partly offset by a rise in food, beverages and tobacco, and manu- 
factured goods. Although the total index of export prices has remained 
unchanged at 111 for each quarter of this year, that for textiles has 
increased two points each quarter to a level that is now 6 per cent. 
above that of a year ago. The metals index remains, as in the previous 
quarter, at 119 showing an increase of about 5 per cent. over the same 
period last year. 

The index numbers of volume of United Kingdom external trade 
given in Tables 1 to 4 continue the series of indices calculated in the 
base year 1954, which were introduced in articles in the Board of 
Trade Journal of December 10, 1955, and May 16, 1956. Table 5 
gives quarterly import and export prices and terms of trade indices 
derived from the monthly index numbers which are regularly pub- 
lished in the Board of Trade Journal. The method of constructing 
these latter index numbers was described in the Board of Trade 
Journal of May 2, 1958.

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United Kingdom Trade by Air During First Half of 1960 


DuRING the first half of 1960 the total trade by air of the United 
Kingdom continued to rise. Compared with the second half of 1959 
imports rose by £11-7 million (15 per cent.), exports by £7°7 million 
(10 per cent.), and re-exports by £3-8 million (33 per cent.). Against 
the corresponding half of last year the increases were {25-5 million 
(41 per cent.), £16°8 million (25 per cent.) and £2°5 million (19 per 
cent.) respectively. Table 1 shows the value of trade by air with the 
total trade figures. 


Exports 

The general commodity pattern of exports by air is shown in 
Table 2. Compared with the previous half year there were increases 
in absolute terms in the majority of commodities, while against the 
first half of 1959 all commodities, other than the clothing etc. group, 
showed increases in absolute terms with, in some cases, increases as 
a proportion of total exports. Again the most important exports, 
were in the non-electric machinery group which, compared with the 
same period in 1959, rose by £9-6 million an increase of 48 per cent. 
As in the past, machinery of all kinds constituted a large proportion 
of all freight by air, being about 46 per cent. of the total during the 
first half of 1960. 


Imports 


Details of the main commodity groups imported by air are given 
in Table 3. Although, compared with the previous half year, there 
were increases in total imports both in absolute terms and as a propor- 
tion of total trade this was not a general reflection of all the commodity 
groups. There was a fairly large increase (97 per cent.) of £2-9 million 
in hides, skins and fur skins, undressed, with smaller increases in 
some of the other groups but these were offset to some extent by 
decreases in a number of other groups. Against the first half of 1959, 
however, all commodity groups, with the exception of silver, platinum 
and jewellery which fell slightly despite a rise in total imports, showed 
an increase in absolute terms with, in many cases, increases as a 


proportion of total imports. Increases of particular note were machi- 
nery (28 per cent.), metalliferous ores (93 per cent.), clothing and 
footwear (67 per cent.) and hides and skins (64 per cent.). As with 
exports, a substantial portion of total imports by air during the first 
half of 1960 was in the machinery group, these imports accounting 
for some 32 per cent. of all air freight imports. 


Re-exports 

In the first half of 1960 total re-exports by air increased by £3-8 
million (33 per cent.) over the second half of 1959 thus recovering 
from the fall which occurred in that period. The recovery, for the most 
part, was in increased re-exports of hides and skins etc., which 
regained the same level as in the first half of 1959, and in the scientific 
instruments etc. group which rose by 80 per cent. over the second 
half of 1959 and more than doubled compared with the previous half 
year. The figures for all other goods also show a significant rise over 
both the first and the second half of 1959. There were also increases in 


total re-exports by air as a proportion of total trade compared with 
both periods of 1959. 


Country and Area Analysis 


Tables 5 and 6 show some details of our trade by air during the 
first half of 1960 with other countries and by main areas compared 
with the corresponding figures a year earlier. Imports increased from 
Western Germany by £3-9 million (59 per cent.), from France by 
£3-°5 million (47 per cent.) and from Switzerland by £2-3 million 
(68 per cent.). In exports there were increases of £3-7 million (52 per 
cent.) to France, £3-1 million (79 per cent.) to Canada and {1-4 
million (32 per cent.) to Western Germany. Trade with North 
America and Western Europe continued to represent a high proportion 
(over 79 per cent. of imports and 73 per cent. of exports) of our total 
trade by air; the United States remaining our chief trade by air 
partner with imports rising by £6-1 million (49 per cent.) and exports 
by £6-2 million (57 per cent.).

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Wholesale Price Index 
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Prices of Basic Materials Lower in October 


FOLLOWING the slight rise for September in the wholesale price 
index of basic materials and fuel purchased by manufacturing industry, 
this index, as shown at Table 1, declined last month to 100-7 (1954 = 
100). The separate price index of fuel showed a further increase in 
October, reflecting higher prices of coke resulting from the rise in 
coal prices in the preceding month. At 96-8, the provisional index 
for basic materials for October is the lowest for two years and prices 
are on average rather less than in 1954. 

The decrease in the basic materials index was mainly due to the 
continuing downward trend in prices of copper, raw rubber, wool, 
oil nuts and kernels as well as to a fall in the price index of materials 
used in the food manufacturing industries. These decreases in price 
more than outweighed the effect of the sharp increase of 35 per cent. 
in the price index for raw jute and the related higher prices of imported

jute goods, caused by the poor 1960 jute crop and market uncertainties 
throughout the month. The prices of iron ore, resin gum, raw cotton 
and canvas sacks were also higher but had only marginal effects upon 
the basic materials index. A lower price of bacon-factory pigs was the 


most important factor in reducing the wholesale price index of food 
materials. 


In October, mechanical engineering and electrical machinery 
materials continued to show the downward price trends evident in 
recent months. The increase in coke prices was more than offset in 
each case by lower prices of copper and brass products and rubber. 
The rise of 0-3 per cent. in the index for textile materials was mainly 
an effect of the increases in jute prices mentioned above. Construction 
and house-building materials continue to show the gradual upward

the past year. These price indices are now about 2 and 34 per cent. 
higher respectively than they were a year ago. 

Provisional October estimates for the index of all manufactured 
products in. Table 2 show virtually no change over the revised indices 
of the two preceding months. The higher amended estimates for 
August and September reflect increased prices of metal and engineer- 
ing products in the third quarter of 1960, possibly due, in part, to 
the delayed effect of the shorter working week in certain industries 
megotiated earlier this year. Revised estimates of export prices also 
contributed to the upward revision of the price indices of total sales 
of all manufactured products in August and September. The price 
index of home market sales for October was 113-4 representing a 
rise of 1} per cent. since the beginning of this year.

number of relatively small movements, up and down, in the prices 
of particular manufactures tended to balance out and leave the pub- 
lished index numbers for sales of all manufactured products unchanged. 
The principal upward movements have been in coke, cutlery, jute 
piece-goods, travel goods, domestic hollow-ware, made-up clothing, 
imported timber, and paper board manufactures, but price decreases 
were recorded for coal tar products, pharmaceutical preparations, 
synthetic resins, domestic gas appliances and some non-ferrous 
metals. 


The rise in the price index for textile goods, other than clothing, 
was almost entirely an effect of dearer canvas goods, sacks and cotton 
cloth, which mainly reflects the higher prices since last April of the 


raw materials, jute and cotton, from which these goods are manufac- 
tured.

Notes on Index Numbers of Wholesale Prices — 1954 = 100 


(1) The index numbers are calculated from the price movements of 
some 7,000 closely defined materials and products representative of 
goods purchased and manufactured by United Kingdom industry. 
The index for an individual commodity is its current home market 
price expressed as a percentage of its annual average home market 
price in 1954. In compiling indices for groups of commodities these 
percentages are combined in proportion to the value of purchases or 
sales of the individual commodities in 1954. The proportions have 
been derived from the Census of Production, short-term statistics of 
production, the Trade and Navigation Accounts, information supplied 
by trade associations and from various other sources. 

(2) Commodity price index numbers are combined into the index 
numbers of materials purchased by and output of broad sectors of 
industry in Tables 1 and 2. Net weights are used to combine the 


commodity index numbers into sector indices; that is, the sector 
indices exclude sales by one undertaking to another within the same 
sector. The indices of materials purchased by industry include 
imported materials, and where it is possible to do so the indices of 
output of broad sectors of industry take account of the movement in 
export prices. Information about export prices is less reliable than 
information about home market prices, and hence the sector indices 
of total sales including exports are less reliable than the indices of 
home market sales. 

(3) Commodity indices covering United Kingdom manufactures 
in general relate to a ‘principal product’ (or a group of principal 
products) of an industry as defined in the Census of Production; the

weights used in compiling the indices include the value of sales of 
the principal products of an industry by undertakings classified to 
other Census industries. For each of the sectors of industry for which 
indices are published in Table 2, sales of principal products correspond 
very closely to total sales of the sector. 

(4) In determining the weights used in calculating indices which 
combine the price movements of several materials or products, the 
value of goods for which no price series are available is imputed to 
price series which may be expected to move similarly. 

(5) As far as possible ‘delivered’ prices are used in compiling the 
indices of materials purchased by industry; ‘ex-works’ prices are 
used in compiling the indices of commodities produced in the United 
Kingdom, unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in 
which case ‘delivered’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive of 
purchase tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the 
producer. 

(6) Where the price for an item ceases to be available and the item 
is replaced by a substitute, an adjustment is made to maintain 
comparability. 

(7) 'To facilitate further calculation the indices are given to one 
decimal place in most cases, but small month to month movements

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Textile Industries—September Statistics 
Orders in the Textiles and Clothing Industries 


NET NEW orders received by the textiles and clothing industries 
in September were, it is estimated, 18 per cent. less than in 

last year when, however, the rate of ordering in the 
textile industries was exceptionally high. Deliveries were 2 per 
cent. more than a year earlier. Orders on hand at the end of 
September were substantially unchanged from the high level of 
recent months. 

The series below have not been running for long and require 
cautious interpretation. Sharp changes in the rate at which orders 
are received do not necessarily imply similar sharp changes in 
production; they may, for example, lead to longer order books and 
lengthening delivery dates.

Production in the Made-up Clothing Industry 


MANUFACTURERS’ sales of made-up clothing in September were 
higher than at any time this year and were 14 per cent. higher than 
in September 1959. All sections of the industry shared this increase; 
deliveries of overalls and men’s shirts, underwear, etc. were 6 per cent. 
men’s and boys’ tailored outerwear 15 per cent. more than a year 
earlier. The exceptionally wet weather resulted in deliveries of 
weatherproof garments being 57 per cent. more than a year earlier. 

The index numbers below, which are of manufacturers’ sales at 
constant prices, have been adjusted for the length of the working 
month, but not for holidays or other seasonal factors.

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Production in the Cotton Industry 


THE VOLUME of production in the cotton industry in September 
was 5 per cent. less than in September last year. Output in the third 
quarter was 3 per cent. less than in the third quarter of 1959; this 
compares with an increase of 3 per cent. in the first two quarters 
of this year taken together. 


Statistics issued by the Cotton Board show that the yardage of 
cloth woven in the industry in the first nine months of this year 
was about the same as in the corresponding months of last year, 
an increase of 6 per cen*. in output of man made fibre and mixture 
cloth out weighing a decrease of 3 per cent. in output of cotton 
cloth. Production of man made fibre and mixture yarn during the 
same period was 5 per cent. more than last year but single cotton 


yarn was 2 per cent. less. The quantity of yarn doubled was 10 per 
cent. more.

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Output of the Wool Textile Industry 


THE VOLUME of production in the wool textile industry in 
September was 3 per cent. less than in September last year. In the 
six months, April-September, production was also 3 per cent. less 
than in the same period last year. The rate of consumption of wool 
in September was 15 per cent. less than a year ago and output of 
tops 19 per cent. less. Deliveries of worsted yarn and woven cloth 
were 2 and 1 per cent. less respectively than in September 1959. 

According to figures issued by the Wool Industry Bureau of 
Statistics, deliveries of woven fabrics (excluding blankets) in the first 
nine months of 1960 were 2 per cent. more than in the same period 
last year, an increase of 9 per cent. in deliveries of worsted fabrics 
more than offsetting a decrease of 3 per cent. in woollen fabric 
deliveries. ‘Total deliveries of worsted yarn were 7 per cent. more. 
Production of tops during the period was 6 per cent. less than in the 
first nine months of 1959 and consumption of raw wool 4 per cent. 
less. 


The value of wool manufactures exported in the third quarter 
was 3 per cent. less than in the second quarter and 17 per cent. less 
than the value recorded in the first quarter. The value of tops ex- 
ported in the three months July-September was 26 per cent. less 
than in the previous three months but the value of exports of woven 
cloth 14 per cent. more.

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Retail Sales in October 


RETAIL SALES are provisionally estimated, after allowing for 
seasonal factors, to have been steady in October. Estimates for 
individual sectors are not yet available but there are indications 
that sales by clothing and footwear shops were probably as buoyant 
as in September, and that the trade of durable goods shops was again 
well below the level of a year earlier. 


The index of the value of total sales in October, seasonally adjusted, 
is estimated at 112, which is the same as the index for September. 


In relation to a year earlier, the total value of sales in October 
was higher by 4 per cent., the same increase as in the first three 
quarters of the year. Prices in the retail trade sector in October are 
estimated to have been about 1 per cent. higher than a year earlier, 
so that the volume increase (at about 3 per cent.), was about the same 
as in recent months.

Wednesday November 9 


Air Travel Forms 


In the House of Lords a member asked if H.M. Government 
intended to institute a questionnaire to be completed by British 
subjects arriving in or leaving the United Kingdom by air, and 1f so 
whether they considered the information which would be obtained was 
of sufficient value to justify the considerable inconvenience to travellers 
and airline personnel. 
~ Replying, Lord Dundee said that the matter was still under con- 
sideration. If an Order was made, a simple card would be introduced 
to be completed by British subjects travelling on the long air routes 
between the United Kingdom and countries outside Europe only. 
The information thus obtained would assist in our estimates of 
balance of payments credits and debits arising from the movement of 
tourists and migrants, provide information about emigrants from this 
country, in particular about the loss to this country through emigration 
of skilled people and about immigration into this country of people 
from other parts of the Commonwealth. The Government regarded 
this information as of considerable importance.

United States Imports of Wool Cloth 


The President was asked whether he was aware of the growing 
concern in the wool textile industry arising from the fact that the 
future basis for imports of wool cloth into the United States of America 
had not yet been announced, and whether, in the interests of expanding 
British exports, H.M. Government had made recent representations 
in the matter. He replied: “The United States Administration ‘had 
announced that as from January 1, 1961, the tariff quota system 
would be abolished and new rates of duty would apply throughout 
the year. The new tariff for most wool fabrics would be 38 per cent. 
ad valorem (in addition to the existing specific duty) though a higher 
rate would apply to cheap cloths costing less than 2 dollars a Ib. and a 
lower rate to certain speciality fabrics, including handwoven cloth. 


“These changes are the outcome of our request to the United States 
Administration that they should renegotiate the wool tariff arrangement 
under which the quota was imposed. They are not, however, the result 
of negotiations in the true sense, since the United States proposals 
were offered as a package to be accepted or rejected as a whole and no 
negotiation either generally or on any of the details was possible. 
I regard the 38 per cent. rate as unjustifiably high and I am greatly 
disappointed that it was not possible to secure rates more favourable to 
British exporters, particularly those whose chief business is in the 
more expensive cloths. But I consider the new arrangements a lesser 
evil than the continuation of the tariff quota which has so damaged 
our exports over the past four years, and I believe that industry will 
agree with this judgment. We cannot, however, be satisfied with these 
arrangements and we shall seek to improve them in further negotia- 
tions at the earliest appropriate opportunity.’

Assistance under DATAC 


Mr. Maudling was asked how many applications he had received 
for assistance under the Development Areas Treasury Advisory Com- 
mittee scheme for the Isle of Wight; how many had been settled ; and 
what was the anticipated number of new jobs that would be available. 
Replying, Mr. Maudling said that under the Distribution of Industry 
(Industrial Finance) Act, 1958, and the Local Employment Act, 1960, 
22 applications had been received from the Isle of Wight, of which 
four had been recommended, to provide employment for 112 persons; 
eight had been rejected and ten were still under consideration. 


Government Grants for Hotels 

Asked to what extent for the last five years hotels in the United 
Kingdom had benefited from direct government grants; what had 
heen the amount each year of these grants; and which hotels speci- 
fically had been built or enlarged through the assistance of such 
funds. Mr. Maudling said that the powers to give assistance to hotels 
in areas of high unemployment had been available only since July, 


1958. In the period up to March 31, 1960, loans totalling £55,750 
were offered in nine cases, and two grants totalling £5,200 were also 
offered. From April 1, 1960 loans totalling £41,000 in six cases had 
so far been offered. 


It was contrary to practice to give any information about particular 
cases, since this information was confidential between the Board of 
Trade and the applicant. 


Local Employment Act Assistance 


The President was asked why applicants for assistance under the 
Local Employment Act were not given reasons for the rejection of 
their applications. Replying, Mr. Maudling said the Board of Trade 
Advisory Committee, with whom full responsibility lay, accepted or 
reject applications for financial assistance according to whether or not 
they were satisfied that the conditions laid down in Section 4 of the 
Local Employment Act were met. After careful consideration the 
Committee decided that it would not be right for them to give more 
specific reasons than this, since these would often be based upon such 
considerations as the Committee’s judgment of the commercial 
ability or financial standing of applicants, and the probability of succese 
of particular enterprises. He endorsed the Committee’s view. 


Resale Price Maintenance 


The President was asked whether the date had now expired for 
receiving replies to the questionnaires which he issued in connection 
with his departmental inquiry into current practices in various 
trades with regard to resale price maintenance; what was the approxi- 
mate number of replies which were to be examined; and whether he 
could give an approximate date by which he would be able to indicate 
whether the Government intended to make any legislative changes or 
to wait until there had been a longer opportunity for the provisions 
of the Restrictive Practices Act, 1956, to be assimilated by the various 
trades and industries concerned. 


He replied: “Yes, sir. I am afraid that it will not be possible to take 
account of replies to questionnaires received after October 7. But 
other evidence (oral and written) is still being received and con- 
sidered. Very nearly 2,000 replies to questionnaires are being examined, 
I would like to take this opportunity of thanking all those who have 
assisted the Board of Trade in this inquiry, and to assure those who 
have given information that it will be most carefully considered. I 


cannot say when I shall be in a position to announce the Government’s 
decision on these matters.’ 


Imports of Polish Sugar 


A member asked what tonnage of sugar had been imported from 
Poland in the 12-month period up to the latest convenient date under 
the Anglo-Polish trade agreement. The President replied that during 
the 12 months to September 30, 1960, imports from Poland amounted 
to approximately 16,000 tons of refined and 400 tons of unrefined sugar. 


Business Registration Fees 


The President was asked whether the fee for business names 
registration covered the costs of administration. He replied that the 
fees leviable under the Registration of Business Names Act, 1916, did 
not cover the cost of its administration. The provisions and working 
of the Act were however currently under review by the Company Law 
Committee under the chairmanship of Lord Jenkins, and this had 
to be taken into account in considering the future level of fees, 


Council of Industrial Design Grant 


A member asked the President what increase he would make in his 
department’s grant to the Council of Industrial Design in response 
to the Council’s recent application;and what steps he would take to 
draw the attention of Government departments, nationalized industries 
hospital boards, and other large official purchasers of furnishings and 
equipment to the Council’s facilities and services. 


He replied: ‘I am not yet able to state the amount of the grant 
which it is proposed to make to the Council in the coming financial 
year. The Council has already made its services widely known and I 
would urge all large purchasing ogranizations — not only official 
ones ~ to seek its help. I think, however, that it is for the Council

itself, rather than for the Government, to explain to individual 
bodies the ways in which they can best use its facilities.’ 


Jute Control 


In reply to a question, the President said: ‘I regret to learn that there 
has been some reduction in activity in the jute industry but this is not 
due in any way to the working of the Jute Control.’ 


Car Exports 


The President was asked what steps he was taking to assist the 
British motor industry in developing new export markets. 


He replied that the Department’s usual export services were at the 
disposal of the motor industry in their efforts to expand existing 
markets or to find new ones. 


Russian Watches 


Mr. Maudling said that the number of watches imported from 
Russia during the first nine months of 1960, totalled 9,866, at an aver- 
age import value of {£1 18s. 3d. each. 


Reduction of Import Duties 


Asked what applications were at present before the Board of Trade 
for abolition or reduction of import duties, Mr. Maudling said that 
the Board of Trade had at present thirteen such applications under 
consideration. These had been announced at various dates in the 
Board of Trade Journal in order to give interested parties an oppor- 
tunity to express their views. The applications in question related to 
the following products: scrap rubber tyres, ammonium sulphate, 
man-made fibre tow, methanol, pencil slats, aluminium lithium 
hydride, unassembled used barrels of oak, calcium hydrogen ortho- 
phosphate, modified cotton linter pulp, vinyon staple fibre, bones, 
osseine, leather scrap. 


Money Deposits 

The President was asked whether he would introduce legislation in 
the present Session regulating the solicitation of money deposits 
from members of the public by companies. He replied that H.M. 
Government hoped to introduce legislation on this subject in due 
course, but were still considering its scope and content. 
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Imports from Japan 

Asked what steps he was taking to encourage British exporters to 
cultivate the Japanese market, Mr. Maudling said: ‘We have obtained 
wider openings for our exporters in this year’s trade arrangements’ 
with Japan. We make the full range of Government export services 
available for this market and we use our frequent contacts with, 
industry to remind exporters of its importance. The Japanese economy 
is rapidly expanding, Japan is moving towards a more liberal import 
policy and, provided our treatment of Japanese exports to this country 
is also liberal, we should have the opportunity of greatly increasing 
our sales there.’ 


Exports of Machine Tools 


The President was asked about the low proportion of exports of 
machinery and machine tools by British manufacturers to Hong Kong 
and Japan. . | 

In reply Mr. Maudling said that United Kingdom experts of 
machinery to Japan had increased this year and we were still the 
principal supplier of machinery to Hong Kong. But there was 
for increasing exports of machinery, including machine tools, to both. 
these markets. He had brought to the notice of the in ies concerned 
the increased opportunities afforded by the further liberalization of 
Japanese machinery imports.

World Market for Small Boats 


A member asked the President if with a view to increasing trade 
and relieving unemployment he would consult with the automobile 
industry about the potential world market for small commercial 
and pleasure craft which could be developed rapidly by a consortium 
of mass producers. 

Mr. Niall McPherson, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade, 
said he was sure that there was an opportunity for industry in this 
country to meet the demand for small boats in a number of markets. 
It was for the motor industry to judge whether they could’ 
advantageously enter this field. 





Sales and Production of Gramophone Records 
in September 


MANUFACTURERS sales of gramophone records in September 
were valued at {1,280,000 which was 2 per cent. less than in September 
1959. In the third quarter of this year total sales were 9 per cent. 
more, but export sales were 12 per cent. less than a year earlier. 

In September the production of 45 r.p.m. was 14 per cent. greater 
than in September 1959, but 5 per cent. fewer 334 r.p.m. and 63 per 
cent. fewer 78 r.p.m. records were produced. 

The total production of gramophone records during the third 
quarter of this year was 5 per cent. greater than in the third quarter 
of 1959; 18 per cent. more 45 r.p.m. records, 2 per cent. fewer 334 
r.p.m. records and 59 per cent. fewer 78 r.p.m. records were produced.

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DRIVE FOR INCREASED TRADE WITH BELGIUM 


— 


High Duty Alloys, a member company of the Hawker Siddeley Group, 
held a conference in Brussels on October 26. This was part of a drive 
which has already secured an increase of 75 per cent. in the company’s 
exports of hiduminium products to Belgium during the past 18 months. 
Mr. G. A. Hunt, general manager of the company, together with other 
directors and Mr. P. H. J. Alexis, managing director of Aciers Alexis, 
S.A., agents for High Duty Alloys in Belgium, were joint hosts to an 
international audience of 90 senior engineers and technicians from all 
fields of industry where High Duty Alloys’ products are used or are 
likely to be used. Three papers were read dealing with forgings, sheet 
and extrusions, followed by discussion and questions. The Belgians 


present were particularly interested in the new techniques used in 
this field of industry and members of High Duty Alloys were told that 
the Belgian engineering industry was facing similar problems in pro- 
duction as those of the engineering industry in the United Kingdom. 
This type of conference with its attendant publicity gives a useful boost 
to British engineering achievements as a whole, serves as an encourage- 
ment to local agents and helps the export drive. High Duty Alloys have 
secured and held good markets in Belgium for their hiduminium alloys 
and are now increasing the scope of their activities. To achieve this 
British technicians are being sent to Belgium and Belgian engineers to 
the United Kingdom.

OngE of the largest dairy schemes in Asia, the Delhi Milk Scheme is a 
project conceived and carried out by the Indian Ministry of Food and 
Agriculture during the country’s Second Five Year Plan, which is now 
drawing to a close. It reorganized entirely the supply of milk for the 
capital by the establishment of a series of milk collection centres 
within a thirty mile radius of the city, building a central dairy in one of 
the rapidly developing industrial suburbs of the city and setting up a 
comprehensive network of milk distributing depots throughout the 
new residential areas. The official opening of the new Dairy by the

President of India is to take place shortly. 

The Central Dairy itself has been equipped with the most modern 
equipment obtainable, and represents an outstanding achievement for 
India in this field, carried out with financial and technical assistance 
from New Zealand. The present capacity of the Central Dairy is 
60,000 gallons per day but the impressive and spacious buildings 
occupying a site of 33 acres have been designed to allow for a subse- 
quent expansion to 100,000 gallons per day.

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Friendly Rivalry Can Increase Anglo-French Trade 


THE NEED for effort to expand and increase British exports 
France was stressed by Sir Pierson Dixon, Her Majesty’s Ambassador, 
when he addressed the Paris branch of the British Legion at his first 
public speaking engagement since taking office. 

Of the long history of friendship and shared experience that exists 
between the two countries, Sir Pierson said: “Today, in this shrunken 
world of opportunity and peril we cannot afford to allow the natural 
processes of history and fellow-feeling to work on their own. We 
need to foster and develop them by our own efforts.’ 


Turning to ‘the most practical question of all — the question of 
trade,’ Sir Pierson said that British exports to France had not been 
going well since the war, for a variety of reasons. ‘In the first eight 
months of this year we sold to France about 10 per cent. more than 
we did last year, but that is not good enough,’ Sir Pierson said. 
‘Other countries are doing much better and we must e a maximum 
effort to boost British sales to France if we are not to be left behind. 


‘I am happy to say that our French friends have done very well 
this year in their sales to the United Kingdom, having increased 
them by more than one-third in the first eight months. A magnificent 
performance, which we must strive to emulate. 


‘It is an economic fact that the volume of trade between two 
friendly countries can best be increased when each side tries to outvie 
the other in exports. 


‘I know that as individuals, those of you who are engaged in the 
import business are all doing your best to increase British salee. 
In addition to individual efforts, however, the situation calls for a 
strong joint effort and team work of the highest order. 


“The Commercial Department of the Embassy is anxious to report 
to London all possible opportunities which may be uncovered for 
increasing British sales to France. They are already co-operating 
closely with the British Chamber of Commerce in Paris and with 
the representative here of the Federation of British Industries. But 
they would welcome your wholehearted co-operation as individuals 
as well. Her Majesty's Government in the United Kingdom fs 
assisting in the setting up of a new body, the European Export 
Council, to foster our sales to Europe. The Export Credits Guarantee 
Department have recently announced that they will, where neces- 
sary, in order to put our exporters on equal terms with competitors, 
give wider insurance cover than in the past. There will be no element 
of subsidy in this, and the insurance will be on a strictly business basis. 
What is important is that where, in the past, our exporters have been 
at a disadvantage in respect to their competitors as regards insurance 
cover for credit terms, this will no longer be so. 

‘I feel sure that closer co-operation between the British business 
community in France and the Embassy will result in an improvement 
in our export trade to France.’

VENEZUELA 
‘Temporary’ Exchange Controls 


ON NOVEMBER 8, 1960, the Venezeualan Government imposed 


‘temporary’ exchange controls, the main provisions of which are as 
follows: 


I. Central Bank will acquire foreign exchange direct from oil com- 
panies, mining companies (who have hitherto sold to banks) 
and coffee and cacao exporters at existing rates. 

II. Exchange acquired will be sold directly or through the medium of 

banks for the purpose of effecting the following payments: 

(a) government commitments ; 

(b) c.i.f. costs of private imports; 

(c) insurance, reinsurance, transport, technical services, foreign 
study, ‘moderate’ family remittances; 

(d) dividends, interest profits, rent accrued by non-residents on 
funds already invested in the country prior to the decree; 

(e) verified outstanding debts to non-residents; 

(f) repatriation and service of foreign capital duly registered with 
the Central Bank invested after the date of the decree; 

(gz) others permitted by the Central Bank. 


2. It is understood that a free exchange market will be permitted to 
operate alongside the sale of official foreign exchange. The Central 
Bank may buy and sell exchange in the ‘free’ market. 


3. Importers will have to deposit 20 per cent. of the value of 
imports until the latter can be proved to have legally entered the 
country. In the case of letters of credit or other forms of advance 
payment deposits will be 40 per cent. 


4. Enforcement regulations announced subsequently list the 
following further provisions: 


(a) Application for foreign exchange must be accompanied by a certifi- 
cate of income tax payment. Central Bank will verify documents 
accompanying exchange applications and where necessary will fix 
maximum and minimum import prices. 

(b) Foreign exchange for imports shall not be sold until the Central 
Bank are satisfied that the goods have reached Venezuela or been 
shipped. 

(c) Importers’ deposits are not recoverable before customs duties are paid 
and are liable to forfeiture if import operations are not completed 
within 180 days where imports originate outside the American 
continent. A longer time limit will be allowed for machinery, etc., 
requiring a long time to deliver. 

(d) Particulars of all foreign loans, investments and obligations which 
are likely to create demands for official foreign exchange for servicing 
payments must be registered with the Central Bank within 60 days 
of November 9. 

(e) The Central Bank will allot monthly foreign exchange quotas to 
commercial banks (aggregate of quotas per month according to the 
Press will be 70 million dollars.) 


5. Banks have received some instructions so far, but for all prac- 
tical purposes foreign exchange transactions are suspended and likely 


to remain so until procedures and many regulation details are better 
understood. 


Import Restrictions on Whisky 


By A DECREE published on November 2, 1960, and operative from 
November 5, 1960, import duties on whisky were reduced from Bs. 
25-00 per kg. to Bs. 10-00 per kg. 

By the same Decree, licensing restrictions were also imposed on the 
import of whisky into Venezuela.

New Tariff on Wool Cloth 


THE UNITED STATES Department of State announced on Novem- 
ber 9 that new tariff rates on certain woven wool cloth will go into 
effect on January 1, 1961, and replace the present tariff quota system. 


The cloths affected are principally those classified under paragraphs 
1108 and 1109 (a) of the Tariff Act of 1930, namely, the great bulk of 
woven fabrics wholly or in chief value of wool, other than pile fabrics. 
At present these fabrics are subject to a compound duty consisting of a 
specific duty and ad valorem rates, both of which vary according to the 
type of cloth. The specific duty, which is 37} cents a lb. for most 
fabrics, will remain unchanged. The current ad valorem rates have 
since 1956 been subject to a tariff quota, under which the rates for 
most fabrics were 25 per cent. ad valorem for imports within the quota 
limits and 45 per cent. for imports after the quota was filled. Exceptions 
were made for certain speciality fabrics, for which lower rates were 
provided even after the quota was filled. With some similar exceptions, 
the new ad valorem part of the duty will be 38 per cent. for fabrics 
valued at over $2 a lb., and 76 cents a lb. for lower-priced fabrics 
with a maximum ad valorem limit of 60 per cent. The exceptions are 
hand woven fabrics less than 30 inches wide, certain cloth for religious 
vestments, and billiard cloth. For the first two the ad valorem 
part of the duty will be 25 per cent. compared with the present rate of 
30 per cent. after exhaustion of the quota. For billiard cloth the 
ad valorem rate will be 30 per cent., compared with the present rates 
of 20 per cent. before the quota is filled and 45 per cent. thereafter. 
Certain high-priced fabrics for which special arrangements now exist 
will no longer be treated exceptionally but will bear the standard 
rate of 38 per cent. ad valorem. 


A Presidential proclamation to give legal effect to the new rates 
will be issued in due course and full details will then be published 
in the Board of Trade Journal.

Escape Clause Applications

Streets, N.W., Washington, D.C., on February 21, 1961, for baseball 
and softball gloves, on December 6, 1960. for cantaloupes, and on 
December 7, 1960, for watermelons. In each case the Secretary of the 
Commission should be notified, in writing, at least five days in 
advance of the date set for the hearing, by any interested party 
desiring to be present, to produce evidence, or to be heard.
